POOLS 


The word "pool"' is again having a 


'difficult struggle maintaining even its 
own esteem to say nothing of the pub- 
lic's. 


Some years ago pool halls and pool 


fables became words of such disre- 
pute that manufacturers of the latter 
changed the name to pocket billiards 
and operators of the former -were in- 
clined to choke "tt-ith rage if "their places 
jrere called by the old title. 


The word is going into deeper dis- 


"errace and branded \vith more tarnish 
•C*than ever since its ^application to an 
association of men dealing in and ma- 
nipulating the price of stocks. The 
senate committee investigating the 
stock exchange is doing an excellent 
.service for the country in exposing 
the plots built up and the snares cre- 
ated so that men may be parted from 
their earnings or accumulations and 
everything done according to Hoyle 
and the "written lavr, but trickily and 
disgracefully, nevertheless. 


Pools are of common occurrence in 


the stock market. There may be such 
a thing as a legitimate pool formed for 
honest reasons bat it is the exception. 


Take the operations of Radio stock 


where 30 or 40 men invested millions 
in this stoek, and, "with the aid of three 
brokers sold it back and forth between 
themselves and shot the price from 79 
to 109, dumped their stock upon the 
aiarket, took a profit of several mil- 
lions and then "with charming grace 
and polite elegance bowed themselves 
out of the picture, all -within a "week. 
-They may have had faith in the stock 
and the future of the company but 
.that did not induce the investment. The 
'shady methods employed, the artificial 
market created, the cheap and ruthless 
^viles utilized, were the real induce- 
ments. The whole plan was dishonest, 
judged by any moral code. 


The practice is as upright as shoot- 


Ing ginger into one horse for a race 
and doping another. 


A pool always represents strength. 


It is a combination and usually under 
the command of an astute general. It 
floats rumors about vast profits, gives 
-*"'secret confidential" tips, "Don't tell 
a soul," gets favorable articles printed, 
plays upon public credulity, makes a 
lot of money, and then like the Arab of 
the ages, silently, stealthily, disappears 
in the night carrying its bags of gold. 


The market pool never shows any 


emotion 
except acquisitiveness. 
It 


plays favorites, not through love or ad- 
miration but only for dollar results. 
It is not unlike the maid whom the 
Empress Frederick found weeping and 
when questioned as to whether her 
sweetheart had jilted her, confidently 
burst forth, ''Oh, no. I thank heaven 
I can love any man." 


Mr. Average Citizen isn't of suf- 


ficient importance to get into a pool, 
except on the sucker end. The only 
pool left for him is one of those dark, 
deep, liquid ones in which he may 
plunge when the burdens of the world 
become too heavy for. him to bear, but 
ffhich may never claim him if he :-s 
wise enough to stay out of reach o£ the 
other's talons. 


SUPERVISED PLAY 


The question of supervised p!ay in 


Appleton during the summer vacation 
period has precipitated a. three sided 
battle, with one group urging the ex- 
penditure of $2,500 for the vrork, an- 
other opposing all expenditures for the 
purpose and s, third urging an appro- 
priation of S6CO as a sort of s. com- 
promise measure. 


Last week ila\~07 Gccc;ar.c vetoed 


an appropriation of SI.OCC voted by the 
council which was to have been added 
to SI .500 offered the beard cf educa- 
tion for engaging playground super- 
visors and carrying out a progran for 
the snrntr.er. The mayor's argument 
that this matter had been disposed of 
last fall when the budget was prepared 
•Was well taken. At that time the ma- 
jority opinion of the council was that 
1frJ5 Service could be dispensed y/ith. at 


a time when it was essential that ex- 
penses and taxes be kept at the lowest 
possible leveL The business situation 
has not changed since then to warrant 
a different attitude. 


However, the compromise measure 


suggested by the Optimist club should 
be considered. If this club has worked 
out a program that will serve this sum- 
mer at a cost of $600, it at least will 
present a substantial saving over the 
plan proposed by the Civic council. 
While the program probably will not 
be as extensive as the Civic .council 
proposes, it might be -worked out to 
help those children and parents who 
feel the need for supervision during 
the vacation period. 


RIOTS IN INDIA 


In Bombay and other cities of India 


the age-old feud between Hindus and 
Moslems has been renewed in such sav- 
age spirit that in the former city alone 
72 persons have been killed and over 
900 seriously injured. Arson and loot- 
ing are adding to the destruction. Brit- 
ish troops are aiding the police in ef- 
forts to suppress the riots, but the at- 
tacks are so wide-spread and of such 
violent character that little progress 
has been made toward restoring order. 


It is such outbreaks that disclose the 


story of India's failure. Hindus and 
Moslems cannot agree. There is a 
communal savagery between them that 
comes down the ages out of their dif- 
fering religions, the most hateful and 
dangerous kind of dispute, next to 
class conflicts, that can arise between 
men. 
This religious conflict in India 


is so bitter and so deadly as to be 
quite beyond understanding. It was 
this antipathy that made impossible 
a successful outcome of the London 
round table conference. 


These outbursts now taking place 


have nothing to do with an anti-British 
movement and they serve but to em- 
phasize how impossible is the hope for 
an independent and united India. In 
them are expressed the many complex 
problems—racial, caste, religious, so- 
cial, economic—entering into the In- 
dian question. 


There is good reason to believe that 


were the British people tempted in 
despair to cast off the burden of guid- 
ing India before she is equipped to 
govern herself, the country -would be 
threatened with anarchy and the disap- 
pearance of "ordered government. Such 
a catastrophe would have a widespread 
effect over a large part of Asia and in 
the vortex of disorder such civilization 
as now exists there .would be sub- 
merged. With order would also go 
trade and many other closely inter- 
woven elements of economic life. 


Disinterested observers can see no 


solution for safeguarding the future of 
India except through a strong, impar- 
tial third party, keeping law and order 
until such time as the Indian people, 
through education and training in self- 
government, can overcome their illit- 
eracy, ignorance and poverty and cease 
to believe in the healing powers of 
riot, arson and murder. 


THOSE GOOD OLD DAYS 


A New York hygienist the other day 


attained the front page by remarking 
that the good old days must have been 
pretty unheaithiul. 
The old oaken 


bucket, the old swimming hole, the pies 
that mother used to bake—all of theje, 
he said,-may have been highly enjoy- 
able, biit they were "tawdry and un- 
sanitary" and if modern life has got 
us away from them it is a good thing. 


All of this may be quite true; but 


the gentleman really ought to pipe 
down before he raises a great preju- 
dice against public hygiene. Most peo- 
ple quite perversely, would rather be 
happy than hygienic: and if hygienists 
insist on pointing out the sanitary 
shortcomings :n our most cherished 
old-time memories they are apt to per- 
suade some oi us that there can be 
things considerably more important 
than hygiene.

In an argument this autoinfection

the theoretical "resistance" of the 
hypothetical victim and in that state 
the h. v. becomes easy prey for the 
suppositions germs every respectable 
hypothetical potential patient tradi- 
tionally carries on or in his person.

strates that cur "Wisconsin prohibi- 
tionists are not the wildest reform- 
ers in the world. 


"Xaiional prohibition 
is more 


visionary Than prohibition ia "Wis- 
consion, in just the same ratio as 
the nation is larger rfran "Wisconsin. 
When three-fourths 
of the states 


have adopted prohibitory laws, and 
thus expressed their approval of the 
prohibitory pian, the friends of 
coercive legislation -can with pro- 
priety storm the national strong- 
hold. 


"It is safe to -say that when the 


inhabitants of the Different states 
•want prohibitory laws, they wiH 
first make their wants known by ap- 
plying the coercive panacea to their 
own state constitutions. It is there- 
fore pretty plain that if national 
prohibition is 
attempted 
before 


three-fourths of the states liave 
established local 
prohibition, 
the 


lexicon of the temperance party's 
youth will contff'n such a word as 
laiL 


"And even when the constitution- 


al majority of the states have 
evinced their faith in prohibition, a 
national coercive law would be rath- 
er severe on the other quarter; and
